Mr. Editor, necd I say anything 
further?

If so why are not the far- 
mers on the expensive lands of Iowa, 
illinois and other States mentioned, 
on the verge of bankruptcy? 

Climate—You refer to Alberta as 
a land of snow and ice in August. 
it was in Denver and Salt Lake City 
during July a couple of years ago. 
The snow fell:so heavily that it 
broke branches of trees by its welght. 
And what about it? Do we charac- 
terise Utah and Colorado as lands of 
snow and ice in July. Snowfalls out 
of season are a very occasional phen- 
omenon of high altitude climates, ev- 
erywhere, But, you and I are rea- 
sonable beings and we do not form 
erroneous and distorted ideas of the 
well-known, delightful climates of 
Utah, Colorado or Alberta or any 
such absurd arguments.
